By  the  plan  here  adopted,  of  placing  over 
such  letters,  as  lose  their  sounds,  those  let- 
ters with  their  appropriate  marks,  whose 
sounds  they  receive,  all  the  benefit  of  Walker's 
method  of  spelling  words  wrong,  for  the  sake 
of  correct  pronunciation,  is  realized  ;  and  the 
danger  of  leading  children  to  incorrect  spell- 
ing, by  habituating  them  to  that  which  is 
erroneous,  for  the  sake  of  correct  pronuncia. 
tion,  is  avoided.
